On Wednesday, May 13, 1987 at 9:00 PM, I received a long distance 
phone call from Joel Hamlett of Snyder, Texas. Joel Hamlett is an 
assistant Scoutmaster with Trccp 27 ia Snyder. 

Mr. Hamlett advised at that time that Terry Rumpff , By^WP#P K3fi^ 

Snyder, had been arrested the previous evening, May 12, 1987. Mr. Rumpff 
was also serving as an assistant Scoutmaster with Troop 27. Mr. Hamlett: 
stated that Mr. Rumpff had been arrested in Snyder and that the charge had 
sanething to do with a morales charge. 

At 9:05 FM, 5-13-87, I called Gerald Petty at his hane and passed this 
Information on to him. 

On May 14, 1987, I traveled to Snyder and went to the district 
attomey's office to see what Information could be obtained and if in fact 
this individual had been arrested. I visited with Ernie Armstrong, the 
Scurry County District Attorney in his office. 

Mr. Armstrong did state that Terry Rumpff had in fact been arrested 
and yes, the arrest was in reference to a morales charge. After explaining 
to Mr. Arms t r on g the Eoy Scouts of Americas position, he opened up and 
gave the following inf ormation : 

Terry Rumpff had been arrested on a charge of ,f Indecency with a 
Mirar" . 

Mr. Armstrong further stated that Mr. Rumpff would more than likly 
have a seccnd charge of "Aggravated Sexual Assualt filed against him". 

Mr. Arm st r on g stated that he wished to point cut that if both p arti es 
in this case had been adults that it would have amcunted to consenting 
adults. Mr. Armstrong advised that there was no force of any kind used or 
implied. That their actions had involved mutual consent, but due to the 
fact that one of the participants was a minor, the charge of aggravated 
sexual assualt was filed against the adui t. 

Mr. Armstrong advised that the minor involved (he would not name him) 
and his mother brought the matter to him, 

That was basically what was disclosed to me by Mr. Armstrong.
